Contained in this 
report is a 302 of SA JOHN LESteR QUIGLEY dated 8/15/63. On 
page 6 of this 302 there is information indicating that LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD was interviewed by the NOPD at his request and that 
at the time of his interview he had in his possession three 
documents, one of which was "The Crime Against Cuba". On pagci ^ 
of this 302 is indicated that QUIGLEY obtained possession 
these three docvnaents . i 

Mr. BRANIGAN wemts an immediate search made of our 
files in an attempt to locate that document. He wants a tele- 
phone call whether we find it or not and as soon as it Is • 
located he wants it xeroxed back and front and sent to tba 
Bxireau to his attention. V-
